Colebrooke, 
Sept. 
10.—Harry 
K. 
Thaw enjoyed three brief hours of 
liberty in northern New England to- 
day, but was arrested shortly before 
noon on a country 
road five miles 
from here by Sheriff Holman Drew 
of Coos county. 
Thaw, in an automobile with some 
newspaper correspondents, was driv- 
ing down the road and had reacned 
the little rural school-house when an 
automobile containing the sheriff ap- 
peared. 
The 
sheriff, 
recognizing 
Thaw, held up his hand for tne car 
to stop. 
Thaw 
ordered 
the 
chauffeur, 
a 
French-CanaSian, to bring- the car to 
a standstill and 
then alighted and 
wept into 
the sheriff's car without 
protest., although the officer had no 
warrant for hi.s arrest. 
Thaw and the 
newspaper 
corre- 
spondents then proceeded to 
Cole- 
brooke. Thaw was not locked up in 
jail, but was taken to the office of 
Thomas Johnson, 
a local attorney, 
whom he retained as his legal advisor 
upon his arrival here. 
During the early part of his flight 


from Norton Mills, Vt., Thaw lost his 
hat and when he reached 
here 
he 
wore a cap borrowed from one of his 
newspaper companions. His only pos- 
session was a bunch of cigars. 
As soon as hi; rarived here with his 
prisoner Sheriff Drew wired William 
Travers Jerome of the arrest of Thaw 
and requested Mr. Jerome to come 
here at once and take charge of the 
fugitive. 
Later in the day Thaw 
will be 
taken to Lancaster, the county seat. 
and confined in the county jail. 


Given Liberty. 
Coaticook, Quebec, Sept. 10.—Harry 
K. Thaw was taken to the Vermont 
border at eight o'clock this morning. 
As Thaw left the Coaticook station 
under guidance of deputy of immigra- 
tion Robertson he was yelling and pro- 
testing that it was a case of kidnap- 
ping. 
Robertson assured him that it 
was "all regular." 


No Breakfast. 
Thaw was rushed out of the immi- 
gration pen breakfastless. 
The immi- 
gration officers would make no explan- 
ation except that they were acting un- 
der orders' 'of the ''minister of justice. 
Thaw was taken at once to the Ver- 
mont border in an automobile. 
He 
fought like a mad man all the way. 


Thaw Violent. 


On his way to 
th,e 
auto 
Thaw 
shouted at the top of his lungs that he 
was being kidnapped and immigration 
officers sought to quiet him with as- 
surances that such was not the case. 
He fought like a. mad man and smash- 
ed a window with a bottle as the offi- 
cers dragged him down the stairs. 
Complete Surprise. 
The suddenness of the maneuver 
took both Thaw and his counsel by 
complete surprise. It was reported 
here though not confirmed that 
the 
immigration officers were acting under 
the instructions of the minister of the 
interior. The

Averhill, Vermont, Sept. 10.—-Thaw 
arrived here at 9 a. m. and was re-

crossed' the Vermont line at Morton 
Mills, and for this hour Thaw was ab- 
solutely a free man as nobody repre- 
senting the state of New York was on 
hand to take him. 
In Second Auto. 
At Morton Mills Thaw; left the auto

climbed into the car of several news- 
paper reporters who had accompanied 
him and made the journey to Averhill 
in their company. His 
sudden 
de- 
parture was a surprise and his plans 
are said to be all in the air. 
Turned Loose. 
Thaw was a very much astonished 
man when the Canadian immigration 
officials told him at Norton Mills he 
was free to go wherever he liked. He 
got out of 
the 
Canadian auto and 
stood gazing helplessly around when 
the newspaper men who had followed 
offered him room in their car. 
He gladly accepted the offer. 
"This thing ha's been such a .sur- 
prise to me," he said, "that I dont' 
know yet what I shall do."

H is my earnest 
conviction based upon long and seri- 
ous reflection that no man can con- 
ceive as none has yet pointed out how 
any parts of this system ran be per- 
verted lo political uses," he said.

of the concussion. 


The explosion revealed Tony Dig-

in'War of 1812.

Perry's victory in,the battle of Lake 
Erie and one hundred years of peace 
between 
United States and Great 


Britain was formally dedicated today 
by former president William H. Taft. 
inaugurating the dedication ceremony 
cannon boomed at the hour of 
the 
opening guns of the famous 
battle 


fought one hundred years ago within 
view of Put-In-Bay shore. 


"A century ago today this bay was 
made famous by a great battle," said 
Mr. Taft, "and today we meet to dedi- 
cate a great and beautiful monument 
to those who took part." 


"Jn the retrospection of one hundred 
years we can weigh its significance 
Nothing has developed in these years 
to diminish the courage, 
patriotism 
and skill of Commodore Perry and his 
men as they appear to their contem- 
poraries, but the consequences of the 
battle and the war of which it 
was 


fought it stands out strikingly bene- 
ficient and is even more so in the sec- 
ond century upon which we are now 
entering." 


Mr. Tatt gave a review of the bio- 
graphy of Commodore Perry from bis 
birth in Rhode Island on the 2:ird of 
August, ]7S"> to the supreme moment 
of ills career the naval engagement of 
West Island one hundred 
years ago 
and to his sudden tragic death in Veil- 
zuela on his :Mth birthday. 
Reference 
to his dauntless 
courage in building 
and manning his fleet anl his courage 
in the crisis which turned the tide of 
victory was made the subjects of Mr 
Taft's etiology. 


"The 
difficulties 
encountered 
in 
building and manning his tleet first 
showed the greatness of the man, the 
speaker said, but then we note the al- 
most hand to hand fight in which he 
was engaged, the slaughter upon the 
deck of his flagship, his passage from 
one vessel to another in open expose 
to the direct opposition of the enemy 
and then note how he took a differ- 
ent flagship a.nd bore down upon two 
of his most formidable assailants and 
made them strike their colors in ten 
minute, we see one worthy to rank 
with Lord Nelson and all the great 
naval commanders in history. 
"When he fought the battle he was 
not yet 2S years old, the age of Napo- 
leon at Logi, and of Nelson at Cape 
St. -Vincent. We lay down the review 
of his life and drop a tear upon closing 
and we can truly place him among 
the great heroes of history and thank 
God for the beneficience of his great 
example. Throughout his short bril- 
liant career he maintained the highest 
level of equinominity, patriotism 
and 
duty. 


"We celebrate.Uio-centennal of this 
battle not in the spirit of triumphal 
victory, but in deep gratitude that one 
hundred years has not seen its repeti- 
tion. And so we are here today 
to 
mark the rearing of this beacon light 
of perpetual peace. 


"Little could Commodore Perry have 
thought when he was 
building his 


puny fleet in the stress under which 
he labored in the. height of battle and 
in victory when he announced in his 
famous words to General 
Harrison 
:hat his work would be remembered 
for one hundred years as the harbing- 
er of perpetual peace and while we 
venerate the trepedity, the patriotism, 
the self sacrifice that belongs to both 
himself and his men, we celebrate to- 
day not so much the achievement of 
Americanhood and love of country as 
it is the memory of bringing to the 
ivorld the possibility of unending love 
and peace between international coun- 
tries.

The wor-k of. directing 
the institute will be under the direc- 
tion of Warren E. Hicks, who for the 
past two years has had charge of the 
general supervision of the schools in 
tne office of the state superintendent 
of public instruction. During the past 
year 12,000 persons, while still em- 
ployed, attended Wisconsin, continua- 
tion schools. 


Among the speakers who will ap- 
pear on the program next week are: 
JSdwln G. Cooley of 
Chicago, well 


known 
educational 
superintendent 
and advisor; E. W. Schulz, president 
industrial board of Sheboygan; C. J. 
Mitchell, secretary of the industrial 
board .of Beloit and State Superin- 
tendent C. P. Cary. 
"A new kind of school has been es- 
tablished for the people of Wiscon- 
sin," says Mr. Hicks . "Twelve thou- 
sand people during the past year took 
advantage of an opportunity to re- 
sume educational work. 
These per- 
sons comprised the 
self-supporting 
wage-earners in all walks of life. "For 
from live to ten hours a week they 
received instruction in their occupa- 
tions and trades that they intend to 
follow." 


Following an investigation made on 
this subject in 1310, the legislature 
risked an appropriation of $35,000 an- 
nually on the venture. The last legis- 
lature increased the appropriation to 
1150,000 and provided for the estab- 
lishment of forty-five schools.

Aided "by two republican 
votes, 


those of La Follette and Poindexter, 
the democratic'm'ajority in the United 
States senate have passed the tariff 
measure. , Senator 
LaFollette 
ex- 
plains his vote as follows: 


"I realize what I did was a political 


sacrifice, but that within me com- 
pelled me to vote for the bill. 
The 


tariff act of 1909 -was but little short 
of a crime; the bill passed today is 
not a democratic measure, but is a 
protective 
measure. 
Every 
change 


made by the finance committee was 
made by way of adjustment to a pro- 
tective basis, except such as free wool 
and free sugar, which were deter 
mined upon outside. They treated the 
agricultural schedule, I regret to say, 
on a free trade basis, and I would 
have retanied more duty on cutlery 
and some other articles on . which 
there is.no data, in order ;to be sure 
not to ruin 
American 
production. 


Give the democrats time and they will 
put everything on a free trade basis, 
but they have not done it in this bill." 


Senator Poindexter makes his ex- 


planation in the following manner: 


"I voted for the bill because it is 
as a whole a better bill than the 
Payne-Aldrich law, now in force. Fur- 
thermore, it contains an income tax, 
which we have been trying to get for 
twenty years." 


The bill is one which President 


Wilson insisted must be passed and 
he stands today as the first president 
•whose personality was strong enough 
to carry out his wishes. He can sign 
the measure when it comes to him 
satisfied that make or break the dem- 
ocratic party, it is his till, his experi- 
ment.
